The Engineering Undergi-aduate Society has submitted 
a petition for an amendment to the constitution of the Stu- 
dents' Societj', wliicli would reduce the representation of 
Arts and Science in tlie StudentsI^Executive Council from 
two members to only one. Theffaculty of Engineering ha.s 
long felt "aliglited" in tiiat there is merely a single repres- 
entative of theirs on the Council whereas tiic rival faculty 
has two, The 250 plumbers who signed tlie petition are seek- 
ing to remedy what they term "unequal representation," 

,Si:ui .\rcGurk, president of tho 
i;u.S, maintained that this was not 



simply a matter of jealousy, bui 
a practical solution to one of the 
problems of tho SKC. The SICC, in 
Ills upiniun, has too many mem- 
biT.i, and is therefore unwieldy. 
This would remove one member,

SEC Budgetin 
D eficit of $8 

Increased Printing Costs 
Main Factor In Loss. 

Tlie SEC passed a budget wiiich. estimated Students' 
Society expenses for the coming year at $130,930 at their 
last meeting. The estimated revenue in this budget is only 
$122,558. ^ 

The expected deficit — the first in recent years — will 
result mainly from drasticaly increased printing costs of 
The Daily, which gives the paper a deficit of over $14,000. 
Tins loss will be covered both by a part of last year's book- 
store profits — voted for this purpose by the Council — and 
by the surplus that has accumulated during the last few 
years, since Students' Society fees were raised to their 
present level.

The budget that was presented to the Council was >;ivcn much 
discussion, but vnry few alloratlons were actually iiiaih'. u i,ad been 
prepared previously by Taylor .MacLounan. Chairman of the Finance 
Commlttoe, and Jim Robb.

Stul)lxs as chairman for Open House was 
contr.gi:u3, perhaps John Vipond in his 
blocd-'.hirsty organizational work struck 
Unwittingly a cord that prompted the stu- 
dents to aclion, perhaiis the 'Bloody i^Iary' 
of the lùiginccrs did the trick. There is no 
way of knowing how it harpencd. 

Now we can only wait and see if it con- 
tinues. 

There are a great many student organ- ■ 
izations that arc in the very midst of their 
most active season, others arc just getting 
ready to go ahead, others already have 
started and are only in need of support 
and help to make their plans for the year 
a success. If their work achieves the meas- 
ure of support the student body has shown 
•itself capable of, this should be one of the 
most successful years McGill has ever seen. 

Terhaps the idea has gone around that 
the„ harder you work, the more you put 
into student activities, the faster your brain 
has to work, and that eventually you reach 
a certain pitch where you study better, 
sleep better and get the most of enjoy- 
ment out of college.

Trieste - Another Trouble Spot 



Perhaps the most i)eculiar feature of 
ihe unique post-war period of peace in 
wluch we live has been the incessant fight- 
;-. ing. No sooner is an agreement concluded 
bringing temporary respite to one part of 
the world, that violence flares up else- 
. where. With the guns in Korea stilled for 
the moment and the pros])ccts of an all-out, 
Ai'ab-Israel war dinuiicr, attention has 
shifted to another chronic trouble spot — 
Trieste. 

The last month has seen the flames, of 
nationalism, dominant here as everywhere 
today,_^^ licking.^the fuse of this Adriatic 
î)o\vdéf^ke£=^Mai*sh Tito and the Italian 
government have deployed their armies as 
chess pawns, menacing and exciting one 
^'^ânother as a result of the October 8, Anglo- 
American decision lo evacuate their forces 
and make possible the partition of Trieste. 
In the past few days the situation has 
rapidly deteriorated; American and British 
troops intervened to quell bloody riots as 
. "Italians demonstrated against the move. 
Already this has resulted in the loss of 
several lives. 

Since the end of World War II, Trieste 
has been a bone of contention between Ita- 
ly and Yugoslavia with neither side anxious 
to give ground. The October 8 resolution 
briught both Marshal Tito and Jlr. Pella, 
Jl^é|niild Premier of Italy, to make Ihreat- 
^rainig proclamations and, what is more 
"•■^omihous, to begin putting them into prac- 
tice. 

The partition plan would relinquish to 
Italian control Zone A with its 217,000 
Italians and G3,000 Slavs, and leave Yugo- 
slavia witli Zone B, i)coplc by '15,000 Slavs 
. and 30,000 Latins. Currently Zone A is un- 
^f 'fidev an Allied Military Government with 
the Yugoslavs /irmly entrenched in Zone B. 

Immediately after the publicalion of the. 
Anglo-American resolution, much praise 
was heaped on American diplomacy and its 
-, chief proUigonist, 'Mr. Dulles. Frankly, one 
is forced to ask — why? The plan could 
not have been more distatstcful to cither 
Italians or Jugoslavs, or indeed lo the Tri- 
estini themselves. The Italians saw the move 
as a complete reversal of tlio Allied pledge 
. in 1928 to give the entire tcrritor «lo Italy. 

^hey fear that not only have they now 
. lost Zone B, but that when the moment 
seems to him propritious, Tito will simply 
march into Zone A and annex that loo. 
They cannot forget the reign of terror 



wlien Trieste was under that dicLitor's rule 
in 1945. Impoverished Italy, strife torn and 
demoralized, has hung onto liic idea of 
possessing Trieste with passionate tenacity, 
so that it is now almost' a pathological 
obsession.^ 

Jugoslavia, on the other hand, has vital 
economic interests in the port of Trieste. 
And Jugoslavs, too, feel strongly on the 
subject. In the first world wai% Italy ac- 
quired the territory and the Slavs were 
badly mistreated. Jloreover, it was from 
Trieste that Mussolini's fascists invaded the 
Balkans making eternal enemies of the 
population by their brutality. After this 
break with Kussia, Tito was for a time 
willing to Jiccept partition. However, it is 
most unlikely that he should be so inclined 
now when the threat of Soviet attack is re^ 
mote, and since he was not even consulted 
as to the plan. 

Furthermore it is difficult to under- 
stand how the two western allies enhanced 
their relations with France and the other 
co-signers of the Italian Peace Treaty by 
not consulting tliem either. And the Tri- 
este problem seems as far from solution 
as ever. 

If nothing else, the Americans and Brit- 
ish have, in-lhc i)ast few years, been guilty 
of stirring up nationalism in both countries 
to a feverish pitch. This, no doubt, had as 
its aim the reconciliation of diametrically 
opposed interests in the two countries. 
Herein lies a great danger. 

We are, from all appearances, in an age 
of extreme nationalism again. In Asia and 
Africa, the awakening masses are wildly 
crying for national recignition; in Europe, 
the glory of the" fatherland is a desperate 
answer to the despondency and nihilism 
which World War II left behind as its 
wake; and across the Atlantic, the native 
young giant, ice-cream cone and dollar-bill 
in hand, flexes his muscles as ho points 
out the unquestionable superiority of the 
American way of life. ; . 

All through history, chauvinism and a 
waving fla& have been used as alternath^es 
of broad and education. And this despite 
the strife which inevitably ensued. Evid- 
ently, the formula is as acceptable to the 
masses today as it has ever been. But the 
question which next comes to mind is al- 
most relevant: can we survive another 
global conflagi-ation?
